WASHINGTON, June 19 (UP) 
— Representative Chet Holifield 
(Dem.), California, has urged 
Congress to block President 
Eisenhower's plan for à private 
power plant to supply energy 
for the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. 

Holifield charged that Mr. 
Eisenhower, who once called 
TVA “creeping socialism,” acted 
without authority in ordering 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
to complete the deal. 

(According to the Associated 
Press, Holifield charged that the 
Eisenhower-backed plan would 
use two federal agencies in an 
administrative device to subsi- 
dise private industry.”) 

Holifield made his proposal 
yesterday at the windup of two 
days of hearings by the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy into the year- 
long fight over the Administra- 
tion move. 

Eisenhower Orders Speed. 

AEC officials disclosed that 
they had been ordered by the 
President to proceed as quickly 
as possible in ing a contract 
with the Mid-South - Southern 
Utilities group known as “Dixon- 
Yates” for construction of a 
$107,250,000 power plant at 
West Memphis, Ark. 

They said the plant would 
supply TVA with 600,000 kilo- 
watts of power to replace an 
equal amount TVA will deliver 
to the AEC’s atomic plant in 
Paducah, Ky. The _ proposal 
they said, was adopted on Budg- 
et Bureau recommendations to 
avoid a $100,000,000 federal out- 
lay over the next three years 
to expand TVA's power capacity.

Holifield and other Democrats 
protested that the proposal was 
“unwise and possibly illegal.” 
Holifield also said the President 
has set a “dangerous precedent” 
by “encroaching” on the inde- 
pendent status of the AEC. 

Holifield added that passing 
on all costs to TVA would “in 
effect put the burden on TVA 
of paying this subsidy . . to its 
competitor.” TVA’s position on 
the question was not stated. 

Recalling that three AEC com- 
missioners have said it would be 
“detrimental” to the atomic en-

Holifield said they now are

SENATOR HUNT 
FOUND FATALLY 
SHOT IN OFFICE 


Capitol Police 


Tell of Illness. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP) 
—Senator Lester C. Hunt (Dem.), 
Wyoming, died at 12:32 p.m. to- 
day of a bullet wound which 
capitol police said apparently 
was self-inflicted. 

Death came at Casualty hos- 
pital about three and one-half 
hours after the 61-year-old Sen- 


ator was found shot in his pri- 
vate Senate office. 
Brain Operation. 
Hunt died a short time after 
he had undergone a brain oper- 


life. 

Dr. William T. Spence, a 
neuro-surgeon who operated on 
told reporters that the 
bullet passed completely through 
the brain and lodged under the 
left side of the scalp. The bul- 
let was removed. 

Dr. Spence said the operation 
was performed to remove dam- 
aged brain tissue and to control 
bleeding. 

He said such operations have 
at times proved successful and 
should be tried. He said that 
the operation was performed 
with the full agreement of Mrs. 
Hunt who realized that it was 
worth taking a chance. 

Hunt had been in ill health, 
and Democratic Senator Earle 
Clements of Kentucky said Hunt 
had “felt some concern” about 
his condition. 

(The United Press quoted un- 
identified Senators as saying 
Hunt had been under treatment 
for a “malignant growth” on the 
kidney.) 

Hunt was found in his office 
by Mike Manatos and Ira Whit- 
lock, members of his staff, when 
they reported for work this 
morning. 

Inquiry into Shooting. 

Capt. W. J. Broderick, head 
of the Capitol police force, said 
the shooting still was under in- 
vestigation but that the wound 
appeared to be self-inflicted. 
Capt. Richard Felber of the 
Metropolitan homicide squad, 
said Hunt left several notes, “all 
indicating ill health.” 

Dr. George W. Calver, Capitol 
physician, authorized a brief 
statement saying Hunt was shot 
over the right temple with a 
.22 caliber rifle. The statement 
said Hunt was alone when he 
was found. (The United Press 
said the rifle was found in the 
office.) 

(Manatos said it was not 
Hunt’s custom to keep a rifle 
in the office. Manatos said, 
however, it was the Senator's 
usual practice to get to his of- 
fice earlier than his aids.)

Patterson, Alabama’s newly 
nominated attorney general, was 
shot to death in his car here last 
night just as he had predicted 
he might be. 

The 59-year-old Democratic 
nominee, who was to take office 
Jan. 17, was shot in the mouth 
by an assassin who, officers 
said, apparently rammed a 
small caliber pistol between 
Patterson’s lips and fired twice. 

One steel-jacketed cartridge

Alderman Ben Oliver will be 
heard behind closed doors, it 
was decided yesterday.

Also, the construction of the pool is 
very bad, being shallow on both ends 
and deep in the middle. 

Of all the pools I have ever been 
in around this town, this is the only 
one I have ever seen that is con- 
structed in this way. 

Also, there is something wrong 
with the public address system. 
When they were telling the people to 
clear the pool, none of us could un- 
derstand for several minutes what 
they were saying, and I’m sure that 
is why it took so long. ' 

At any rate, I hope that the man- 
agement of this pool will make the 
hecessary adjustments (and I hope 
the city will mot give up until they 
do make adjustments) so that no 
other parents have to go through 
what the parents of this child are 
undergoing right now.

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New Start in France 


The confirmation of Pierre Mendes-France as 
premier may mark the widest shift in French 
government since the end of World War II. The 
National Assembly has yet to accept his cabinet. 
But a vote of 419 to 47 should foreshadow such 
approval even by the mercurial French deputies. 


Most significant is the wide base of Mendeés- 
France's support. Radical Socialists, Gaullists, 
Socialists, small party deputies and even Com- 
munists voted for him. He got the Communist 
votes even though he turned down their support, 
saying it would be an outrageous disavowal of 
French soldiers now under Red fire. 

This broad departure from traditional middle- 

of-the-road control of the government would 
seem to prove that Mendes-France is offering 
what most Frenchmen want. He promises peace 
in Indochina by July 20, as well as a “reconcili- 
ation” of differing views on EDC and, of course, 
social and economic reforms. 

There is something for everybody in his prom- 
ises. The Communists, no doubt, believe that Ho 
Chi Minh and his Chinese backers will find it 
easier to negotiate with Mendes-France even 
though he does say there will be no surrender 
and that France will not pull out of the Far East. 
The Gaullists no doubt expect further pro- 
French and anti-German revisions of the EDC 
agreements. If the other European nations reject 
these, the Gaullists will be just as happy. And 
sO on. 

Vet it is highly doubtful that a Mendes-France 
government can be a national government as 
was, for example, Great Britain’s wartime cabi- 
net. There is little unity of purpose among his 
supporters, unless it be a way out of Indochina. 
Each hopes to achieve a purpose of its own, and 
they might soon be voting against each other. 
What real community can there be, for example, 


between the Gaullists and the Communists? 


If, however, France is to. achieve stability, 
there will have to be a change in its over-culti- 
vated individualism. No doubt, Mendes-France 
has this in mind. But he seems ready to pay a 
terribly high price: near-capitulation in Indo- 
china, and further and perhaps fatal procrasti- 
nation on EDC. This will bring heavy pressure 
from Washington and London, if indeed he does 


not succumb to the effort of trying to ride 30 


many French horses all at once. 

There are a lot of hard, difficult jobs in the 
world today and very close to the top of the list 
is the one now undertaken by Pierre Mendes- 
France.

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A Date for Voters to Mark 

A day of personal decision is coming for 
every registered voter in St. Louis. On next 
Sept. 30 all voters will be asked to grant the 
city the power to levy the earnings tax on a per- 
manent basis. Their answer will show clearly 
the value they place on the community. 

The opportunity to put the’ question directly 
to the people has been created by the Board of 
Aldermen, acting at the request of Mayor Tuck- 
er. By a vote of 28 to 0 the aldermen have called 
a special election for that date. The issue will 
be simply whether the people: are willing to 
amend the City Charter to include an earnings 
tax authorization. 

This is a tremendously important matter not 
only to the City Administration, but to the peo- 
ple as well. The earnings tax brings in some 
$8,000,000 a year in revenue. Without it, city 
finances cannot be kept on a sound basis, ade- 
quate municipal serbices cannot be maintained 
and the long-delayed program of public improve- 
ments cannot be begun. 

In acting so promptly op the Mayor's request 
for the specfal’election, thé aldermen have given 
civic leaders and the City Administration suffi- 
cient time to plan an intensive campaign. Be- 
cause of the grave nature of the decision that 
will be made by the people every effort should 
be made to give them the facts. An uninformed 
electorate could make a most unfortunate deci- 
sion. If the people understand the issue, it is 
unthinkable that they will turn their backs on 
the city. After all, it is their city, and it is not 
reasonable to believe they would knowingly per- 
mit their city to sink into decay.

In connection with the Providence (R.I.) 
Journal Bulletin’s fine work in exposing the 
financial sinecure jobs of newspaper men on 
the Massachusetts state government’s payroll, 
Editor & Publisher, trade weekly publication, 
says: 

When the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
The Chicago Daily News disclosed that 51 
Illinois newspaper men were on the state 
payroll back in 1949, the story received 
wide-spread publicity and there was consid- 
erable adverse comment on the nation’s edi- 
torial pages.

Trucks Without Thunder

People of trucking crossroads cities complained about noise, 
but drivers wanted machines to howl like earthbound B-47s; 
investigators painstakingly found out how much din is ob- 
jectionable; now a heavy new muffler makes behemoths purr.

The thunder of the highway truck t& 
about to be muffled. Also quieted will 
be the complaints of transient motor 
court guests and permanent residents 
of trucking crossroads such as Toledo 


and Baltimore, and thousands of other’

The comparative. silence will be the 
direct result of a research program be- 
gun in 1947 when the Automobile Man- 
ufacturers Association and the Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations, Inc., decid- 
ed to find out, first, 
why trucks were 
noisy, and second, 
what to do about it.

Trucks 
were noisy because 
baffle plates had 
been knocked out 
of the mufflers of 
both gasoline and 
diesel trucks in an 
effort to increase 
power. 

Engineers said

Armour Research Foundation perfect- 
ed a measurement system known as the 
Beranek-Armour Equivalent Tone Meth- 
od, a long name for a comparatively 
simple procedure. A jury of observers 
listens as trucks pass an observation 
point and the observers make notes 
when they find exhaust noise offensive. 
Simultaneously, a tape recorder picks 
up the same noises and feeds them into 
a machine which calibrates them. 

The study showed that truck noise 
gbove a level of 125 sones was objec- 
tionable. A sone is a fine-line meas- 
urement of sound. 

To hold the noise at this level or be- 
low, the A.M.A. is urging the nation’s 
20-odd, truck makers to adopt a new 
standard for truck muffler design— 
bh of more durable materials.

Native St. Louisan 13 


Ill After High School 
‘ Reunion Here. 


Robert N. Denham, native St. 
Louisan who served as general 
counsel of the National Labor 
Relations Board for three years, 
died at Barnes Hospital last 
‘night. He was 68 years old. 

He had come here from 


Washington to attend the fiftieth | 


anniversary reunion of his Cen- 
tral High School class Thurs- 


day. At lunch yesterday he be- 


came Il, and entered the hos- 
pital three and one-half hours 
before he. died. He had 
undergone an abdominal opera- 
tion 18 months ago, 

He was engaged in law prac- 
tice in Washington, and lived in 
Chevy. Chase, Md. 


His service as NLRB general 
counsel constituted .a stormy 
chapter in the history of Amer- 
ican labor-management rela- 
tions. Between the time Presi- 
dent Truman appointed him in 
1947 and fired him in 1950, the 
aggressive Denham was em- 
broiled in one controversy after 
another. 


He was under continuous fire 
from union leaders, but it was 
his bitter feud with the five: 
board members that, finality led 
to his dismissal. He ‘often dis- 
agreed with -N. of the 
board on interpretation of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, and there 
were times when special board 
attorneys went into court to 
challenge Denham’s rulings. 

As an NLRB trial examiner 
for nine years, Denham had 
made rulings which contributed 
to a conservative trend of the 
board, but it was not until he 
was named general counsel that 
he entered the national lime- 
light. The Taft-Hartley law 
made the general counsel almost 
autonomous, and gave him final 
authority to decide whether the 
Government sheuld investigate 
charges against employers and 
unions. In his feud with board 
members Denham made a series 
of speeches implying that the 
board was trying to repeal the 
Taft-Hartley law, and Truman 
finally called for his resignation. 
After his dismissal, Denham 
urged Congress to fire all of- 
ficials administering the labor 
act, contending they were 
“biased” in favor of labor. 

Denham’s father, Robert N. 
Denham, was general manager 


of the Landis Shoe Machinery 


Co. in St. Louis. The son at- 
tended the University of Mis- 
souri, then got his law degree 
at the University of Michigan. 

He practiced law for a time 
in the state of Washington, and 
tried his hand at raising apples 
in Yakima. He was rejected 
for infantry service in World 
War I because he was under- 
weight, but enlisted in the air 
corps. 

After’ the war he began a 
career in Wall street, and for 
some years was a “trouble shoot- 
er” for the Irving Trust Co. In 
the 1920s he reorganized the 
Coral Gables development in 
Florida following the collapse of 
the real estate boom in that 
state. In 1933 he became special 
counsel in Washington to the 
comptroller of the currency and 
helped reorganize national 
banks. Later he was associated 
with an investment firm. 

He was married three times. 
Surviving are his wife, the 
former Christine Cameron Ross, 
and four children, Mrs. E. C. 
Moerschel, Quincy, III.: Mrs. Jo- 
seph Johnson, Alexandria, Va., 
and Miss Helen Cameron. Den- 
nem and Robert Denham, Chevy 
Chase.

Pastor Walter died in 1841 at | 
the age of 31, and according to | 
the ‘Lutheran Layman magazine, 
“minutes of the congregation 
show that the expenses for his 
funeral were $27.9514." 

The next pastor was the Rev. 
C. F. W. Walther, who became 
the first president of the Mis- 
souri Synod and of Concordia 
Seminary. The synod was 
founded in 1847 with 12 congre- 
gations; today it has 5000 con- 
gregations and 2,000,000 mem- 
bers. 

The first Trinity Church was 
erected in 1842 on Lombard 
street, between Third and Fourth 
streets. A large Gothic church 
was built in 1865, but this build. 
ing was destroyed by the tor- 
nado of May 27, 1896. Only the 
beautiful hand-carved pulpit, 
altar and baptismal font were 
saved, and they are still in use 
in the present church, which was 
completed in 1897.
